The ruling upsetting the tax 
commission’s order was made 
in a suit brought by May De- 
partment Stores Co., objecting 
to an increase in assessment in 
the Famous-Barr store operated 
by the company in Clayton. The 
assessment was raised from 
$1.018.530 to $1.354,130 under 
orders of the tax commission | 
and the board of equalization. 

Increases Directed. 

On July 6, 1955, the State 
Tax Commission directed that 
over-all level of assessments be 
increased 60 per cent on town | 
lots and 85 per cent on farm 
lands in St. Louis county, in 
order to bring the general level 
of property valuations in the | 
county to 30 per cent of true 
value. 

On the basis of the commis- 
sion’s order, and under an- 
other order by the county board 
of equalization increasing the 
valuation on commercial prop- 
erty in Clayton, the Famous- 
Barr assessment was raised to 
$1,751,220. The company ap- 
pealed to the tax commission 
and the valuation was reduced 
to $1,354,130. 

Judge Weinstein ruled the 
board of equalization’s action in 
“singling out commercial prop- 
erty in Clayton for re-assess- 
ment” and admitting it was not 
making a similar order affect- 
ing commercial property else- 
where in the county also vio- 
lated equal taxation and protec- 
tion provisions of the state and 
federal constitutions. He direct- 
ed that the department store’s | 
previous assessment, as shown 
by the county assessor's records, | 
be reinstated.

“The Great 


Backed Into Balance 


Final figures are in for the Federal govern- 
ment’s 1956 fiscal year, which ended July 1, 
and they confirm earlier forecasts. For the first 
time, the Eisenhower Administration has bal- 
anced the budget. It ended the year with a 
Treasury surplus of $1,754,000,000, which is a 
billion and a half dollars larger than the surplus 
was expected to be last January. 

But this is not the whole story. The rest of it, 
and perhaps the most important part, is that the 
surplus has risen, not because the Government 
is spending less, but because it is taking in more. 

The Council of State Chambers of Commerce, 
one of the leading advocates of government 
economy, used to hail with enthusiasm the Eisen- 
hower Administration’s promises of a drastically 
lower budget and a drastically lower tax level. 
Now the Council, rather sadly and with just a 
trifle of disillusionment, says the Administration 
has “backed into budget balance by benefit of 
rising revenues and postponement of scheduled 
tax cuts instead of aggressively gaining it by 
continued expenditure reduction.” 

Only. in its first fiscal year did the Eisenhower 
_Administration succeed in keeping expenditures 
below its original estimates. In 1955 and again 
in 1956, spending has wound up substantially 
higher than it was expected to be. 

Thus when the current budget was formulated 
in January 1955, the Administration expected 
to spend 62.4 billion dollars. By last January, 
halfway through the fiscal year, this spending 
goal had been revised upward to 64.2 billion dol- 
lars. And now actual spending turns out to 
have been 66.3 billion.

Fortunately the boom has generated such 
large tax revenues that the steadily rising ex- 
penditures have never shown up in the form of 
a Treasury deficit. When the current budget was 
first sent to Congress, the Government estimated 
tax revenues at 60 billion. Instead the final bal- 
ance places them at 68.1 billion. 

Had expenditures been held to their original 
estimate this level of revenue would now be pro- 
ducing a surplus of 5.7 billion instead of 1.7 bil- 
lion. That would certainly be enough to warrant 
a tax cut. But achieving government economy is 
much easier in prospect than in reality. 

The Eisenhower Aministration achieved some 
economies in its first year—almost entirely at 
the expense of defense and foreign spending— 
but both spending and new spending authority 
are now on the rise again. The Council of State 
Chambers of Commerce seems to have a catch 
in its throat as it reports that “the only reason- 
able conclusion is that no material expenditure 

reduction from the 65 billion dollar level is con- 
templated for the next few years at least.”

Freeholders Eye the ‘County’ Offices 


The St. Louis charter freeholders have de- 
cided to see what might be done about the 
city’s so-called “county” offices. This is a deci- 
sion to be applauded. If the proposed charter is 
to provide a frame for sound and efficient local 
government, it certainly ought to deal with those 
offices. 

Under the Missouri Constitution the City of 
St. Louis is recognized both as a municipality 
and a county, and is provided with a layer of 
government to handle each function. The mu- 
nicipal layer is directly responsible to the 
Mayor; virtually all of its employes are a part 
of the civil service system. The county layer is 

currently occupied hy the big brass of the Dem- 
ocratic City Central Committee, and its em- 


ployes are the patronage pawns that the poli- 
ticians regard as the lifeblood of the party 
system. 


The freeholders have employed the nonparti- 
san Governmental Research Institute to prepare 
for their consideration provisions relating to 
the county offices. Presumably the Institute 
will suggest a scheme under which both " Tay- 
ers of government will be combined under 
the Mayor, and patronage and unnecessary of- 
fices eliminated. 

In any event, the study has paved the way for 
a test suit to determine exactly what authority 
the freeholders possess in this area. The Tucker 
freeholders of 1949-50, acting on advice of paid 
counsel, asserted substantial authority over these 
offices, but their charter was defeated and the 
question was never tested in the courts. 

St. Louisans have everything to gain if the 
freeholders move vigorously into this field. The 
county layer in St. Louis is archaic and burden- 
some, and it clearly ought to be a part of the 
municipality. So let the test case be prosecuted. 
And meantime let the frecholders proceed under 
the sound assumption that they enjoy power to 
do what must be done.

Oratory, Good and Bad 

A good deal of satisfaction is being expressed 
these days over the trend toward cutting down 
the volume of political oratory at the national 
conventions. Now that television looms so large- 
ly in the picture it is beginning to take over. 
And as the mass audience is alleged to dislike 
political oratory, the showmen who have been 
called in to “produce” the Republican national 
convention are determined to arrange things so 
that the orations will be short and as unboring 
as possible. ! 

This is all right up to a point, but it might be 
healthful for all concerned to remember that po- 
litical oratory is objectionable not in itself, but 
when it is bad oratory. 

Good oratory not only can exist, but it can be 
one of the great educational forces of demo- 
cratic life. If oratory sometimes seems in dis- 
repute, because of having been used to cover 
up dishonesty, insincerity or vacuity, let us 
never forget that when it is meaningful, sincere 
and honest it is an essential tool of polities and 
an indispensable means of public communication. 

The TV people, if allowed to have their own 
way unchecked with political conventions, will 
no doubt in the end reduce them to vast ‘and 
ghastly “spectaculars.” But a convention, though 
fun to watch on TV, is after all just not a show. 
Let the Hollywood “producers” remember that.

A Good Start on Parking 


Passage of the downtown parking bills by the 
Board of Aldermen represents a substantial gain 
for the public interest. Thanks to the aldermen, 
the way is now clear for a determined start 
toward solution of what is one of St. Louis's 
most vexing problems. 

The measures authorize the city to construct 
two municipal garages, and to issue $4,500,000 
in revenue bonds to finance them. An interest- 
ing sidelight on the demand for these facilities 
is the fact that downtown business men have 
agreed to put up $1,000,000 on a second-mortgage 
basis to make them a flourishing reality. 

Official estimates put the current shortage of 
downtown parking at about 6000 spaces. The two 
municipal garages will provide for 1465 auto- 
mobiles, or something less than 25 per cent of 
the need. In effect, therefore, these will be pilot 
projects. If they are successful they will encour- 
age further municipal activity in this field. 

Unfortunately, the downtown parking situa- 
tion is likely to get worse before it gets better. 
Requirements anticipated as a result of express- 
way construction and development of the river- 
front area, where some 4000 machines now park 
each day, run 8000 to 10,000 additional spaces. 

But as Alderman James W. Noonan’s Zoning 
committee reported to the full Board, no answer 
to the problem will be found by denying its ex- 
istence. The need is for determined action. Had 
the private garage operators moved to meet 
it there would have been no question of munici- 
pal activity. It might be worth reminding them 
that the field is still wide open. 

The parking measures represent commend- 
able legislative action, and for that a spirited 
round of applause for each alderman who saw 
the need and moved to meet it. 
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‘Full Restitution’ —With What? 

Not only did the office of Orville E. Hodge 
as State Auditor do a fake check business total- 
ing at least $800,000 in State funds. Now, as the 
Post-Dispatch disclosed Friday, this recent mem- 
ber of “the Stratton team” is listed as owing 
more than $400,000 in complicated real estate 
deals. 

These real estate transactions range all the 
way from an indebtedness of $20,000 at the 
Granite City Bank and Trust Co. to a $200,000 
mortgage on Hodge's beach-front apartment 
hotel at Fort Lauderdale, Fla. 

Yet in this fantastic situation, Orville E. 
Hodge has blithely said that he would make 
“full restitution.” What, the Illinois taxpayers 
may well ask, is he going to make restitution 
with? Is their resigned State Auditor likely to 
raise much niore money on property already 
carrying heavy mortgages which are unpaid? 

About the. only banker we can think of who 
might lend Illinois Republican leader Hodge any 
money just now would be Edward A. Hintz, the 
ex-president of the Southmoor Bank and Trust 
Co. Hintz was the bank president who arranged 
to have his bank pay over money on the crooked 
checks from Hodge's office. 

Certainly it is time for State's Attorney 
George P. Coutrakon of Sangamon county to get 
busy presenting information to a grand jury. 
His announcement that he will seek 46 indict- 
ments against Hodge from the grand jury on 
Monday is welcome. The grand jury is the 
people’s weapon against such faithlessness. The 
sooner it can get into action the better. 
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The Big One Got Away 


The Eisenhower Administration can take con- 
siderable satisfaction in passage by the Senate, 
at long last, of a modified customs simplification 
bill. Though the bill is much watered down from 
that which the House adopted last year, it does 
carry American trade policy in the direction of 
regulations which make imports easy instead of 
thornily difficult. And so it is a step toward that 
liberalization of world trade which the Eisen- 
hower Administration has stood for most of 
the time. 

Unfortunately the protectionists in Congress— 
most of them Mr. Eisenhower's fellow-Republi- 
cans—won a bigger victory for their side than 
the President did for his. Earlier in the session, 
the President had two trade items on his “pro- 
gram’’—customs simplification, and approval for 
American membership in the Organization for 
Trade Co-operation. 

The latter measure, since it would signify 
final congressional acquiescence in the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade and the whole 
movement for multilateral reduction of trade 
barriers, was incontestably the more important 
of the two. Yet when the President issued his 
latest “must” list of 14 legislative items 10 days 
ago, the OTC bill had been quietly dropped. 
Here was a silent acknowledgement that the 
protectionists had won this round of the OTC 
battle. 

There will, of course, be other rounds. But 
for the present the trading world must remain 
uncertain about the future of American trade 
policy, and Americans uncertain about the abil- 
ity of even an Eisenhower to lead the Republi- 
can party toward liberal trade policies. 
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Now Victims Have a Recourse 

Since Congress has finally passed: the 
Pollution Control Act, the municipalities and in- 
dustries of Missouri have more reason than 
ever before for cleaning up their waste disposal. 
Action can be brought against them, under the 
new law, on the initiative of another state where 
an area is adversely affected as is, say, Southern 
llinois. The consequence of that action, after 
stipulated conferences and waiting periods, 
would be that, unless the violation were cor- 
rected, suit would be brought against the of- 
fender by the Attorney General. 

Assistance would be given to communities by 
the new legislation in the form of grants tak- 
ing care of as much as a third of the cost of 
sewage disposal plants. If and when Congress 
appropriates the $500,000,000 stipulated for a 
10-year program, the grants will be made. Half 
a billion dollars will be little more than a bare 
beginning on a mere start, but it is an earnest 
that the Federal Government means business. 

In Missouri and Illinois communities general- 
ly, therefore, and particularly among those that 
are the worst offenders, as is St. Louis, there 
will need to be marked and reasonably expediti- 
ous improvement in sewage disposal in the com- 
ing several years. A great deal of money wil! 
have to be spent before the increase in pollu- 
tion can be checked, to say nothing of remedy-

of water, hardly realizes his debt to that

protean substance. In its commonest 
form, vapor, it is mostly invisible to 
him, He would never suspect that 50,000 
tons of water vapor may be rising 
from each square mile across which he 
saunters on a temperate summer day. 


It is water, no less than air, that 
keeps man breathing. In every human 
body cell, it is an 
essential element. 
This water con- 
tinually escapes and 
must be imme- 
diately replaced by 
other water, if hu- 
man life is to go on 
at all. 

There is already 
not nearly enough 
water to go round. 
The demand is 
rapidly increasing. 
Unless adequate 
steps are taken, 
serious conflicts are 
likely to develop 
for the rights to all usable water sup- 
plies. Such conflicts may occur both in 
the world’s arid and humid regions. 


In Nature's Deepfreeze 


Thinking in terms of whole river 
basins and drainage areas has opened 
up vast possibilities for raising living 
standards in.many parts of the world. 
A new concept, that of multi-purpose 
development of water resources, has 
come to the fore in recent years and 
account is now being taken, in planning 
economic development, of the varied 
and sometimes conflicting needs of ag- 
riculture and industry, of navigation 
and electric power. 


An assured supply of electric power 
is today regarded as an index of ma- 
terial well being, since much of the 
world’s electricity comes from using the 
energy of falling water. 

During 1957-58, International Geo- 
physical Year, reconnaissance flights 
will be undertaken for specialists to 
learn more about the world’s frozen 
water—its glaciers, continental snow 
cover and ocean pack ice. 

Recent research suggests that the 
water imprisoned deep in _ various 
Arctic and Antarctic glaciers may have 
remained there unchanged for a mil- 
lion years, while the world’s mountains 
rose in gigantic upheavals or were worn 
slowly away. , 

Water is still so much of a mystery 
that it is not yet known just how snow 
melts under varying pressures and at 
different depths. Experts are trying to 
determine how weather effects the 
formation of snow crystals in the air 
and what are the mechanical properties 
of those crystals, which control the re- 
lease of avalanches. 


When the Rivers Stir 


“Year after year,” said an American 
writer, “we have taken for granted the 
tranquillity of our rivers, and we have 
built our human constructions on their 
banks, like insects swarming on the paw 


“China’s Sorrow” has moved its out- 
let to the sea through a distance of no 
less than 500 miles, while the River 
Kosi in India has shifted about 60 miles 
since the eighteenth century. 

The scale of some Asian floods is 
difficult for the mind to grasp. In 1954, 
heavy summer rainfall in China flooded 
ten per cent of that country’s total 
farm area, or nearly 27,000,000 acres. 
It is estimated that 50,000,000 people 
were directly affected, while nearly 
10,000,000 became refugees, requiring 
resettlement in near or faraway areas. 


At about the same time, 11,000 square 
miles of East Bengal were flooded by 
the unusually heavy monsoon. Some 
thirty villages were completely washed 
away and more than 167,000 houses 
were damaged, many of them beyond 
repair. Up to 2,000,000 tons of crops 
are lost every year through floods in 
Southeast Asia and the Far East. 


Pakistan's Irrigation Program 


Many parts of the world bear traces 
of irrigation systems established hun- 
dreds, even thousands of years, ago. 
Egypt, Mesopotamia, India, South 
America, the Philippines and many 
countries of the Far East all have strik- 
ing examples of such work. 

At present some 200,000,000 acres of 
the world’s agricultural land is produc- 
ing food through irrigation. Those are 
acres which would otherwise remain 
barren in a world perhaps three- 
quarters of whose inhabitants are per- 
manently underfed. 

Pakistan cultivates less than a quar- 
ter of her land area and irrigation 
schemes under way there are expected 
to make an additional 20,000,000 acres 
available for agriculture. These projects 
will change the present one-crop agri- 
culture to a system allowing of two or 
possibly three crops a year. 

To what extent can irrigation or any 
other means render the world’s deserts 
and semi-arid zones productive? These 
zones, where the raindrop seldom or 
never falls, cover more than one-third 
of the earth’s land area. They are a 
problem to at least 36 nations and no 
continent is entirely without deserts. 

Each of the great arid zones, such as 
those in North Africa, the Middle East, 
Central Asia, India, Pakistan, the 
southwestern United States, South Af- 
rica and Australia, represents a catas- 
trophic loss to mankind in terms of po- 
tential food production. Some at least 
of these deserts are steadily growing in 
size, as man’s destructiveness helps the 
process of soil erosion. 


If Salt Water Were Sweet 


Vast areas would become available 
for human settlement from the over- 
crowded countries, for food production 
and for new industries, if man could 
solve the problem of making water 
available to them at reasonable cost. 

Some of the world’s semi-arid zones 
and even deserts possess supplies of 
salt water, which cannot as yet be used 
for agricultural purposes. Many coun- 
tries are financing research into the 
various methods of producing fresh 


water from salt and the problem is al- 


ge entirely one of economics. So far, 
e 
for agricultural use over great areas.

Between Book Ends 


A Modern Rabelais 


MY FRIEND, HENRY MILLER, by Alfred Perles. 

(John Day, 255 pes., H4.) 

Those who have had the unique liter- 
ary experience of reading Henry Mill- 
er's “Tropic of Cancer” and wondered 
what sort of man wrote it, will wel- 
come this intimate portrait of the au- 
thor by a man who was practically at 
his elbow when it was written and has 
been his closest friend for 25 years. 

Alfred Perles is the “Alf” of the 
famous open-letter Miller published as 
a pamphlet entitled “What Are You 
Going to Do About Alf?” in Paris in 
1935. He is a writer of some note him- 
self and has done a superb job of de-. 
scribing his colorful friend through the 
tempestuous years of hunger in Paris, 
where Miller began to write when he 
was nearly 40, to the Tibetan serenity 
of the retreat on the high hills over- 
looking the Pacific at Big Sur, Califor- 
nia, where Miller now lives. 

As a biographer, he is adept at repro- 
ducing sprightly fragments of conversa- 
tions that took 
place many years 
ago, and most of 
the characters 
whose antics and 
aspirations are re 
corded in Miller's 
books are identified 
and commented 
upon by Mr. Per- 
les. In only two in- 
Stances does he 
conceal the per- 
son’s real name. 
The result is an 
entertainiing bio- 
graphical sketch be- 
cause its subject is 
at heart a hilarious clown, and he has 
always been misunderstood just enough 
to inspire a wealth of anecdotes. It is 
a significant book because it contains 
a purposeful sampling of passages from 
Miller's writings. Propriety demands 
that one of the quoted passages be ren- 
dered-in French but it is compared with 
a parallel passage in Rabelais which 
Mr. Perles explains in English to prove 
that there is no essential difference be- 
tween the view of life held by Francois 
Rabelais and that held by Henry 
Miller. Both “are given to caricature 
and accentuation; in short, the magnifi- 
cation of God's gifts.” 

His evaluation of Miller’s books, and 
their impact upon a surprised world, is 
sympathetic and full of admiration, but 
he retains enough objectivity to point 
out that Miller is at his best when he 
avoids the complicated metaphysical 
mumbo-jumbo that has crept into his 
later writings, a criticiem with which 
this reviewer heartily agrees. To the 
question of why Miller puts so much 
emphasis on sex, the biographer lets 
Miller's own answer stand: “In his 
sexual life the man of today is almost 
dead.” JACK ALDRIDGE.

“If we've discovered that isn’t 
true,” he said, “it is time the 
people of the earth knew about 
it.” 


Anderson accused Strauss 
also of a “studied insult” to the 
congressional committee for not 


notifying it of the new facts in| 


advance of the public announce- 
ment. He said Strauss is re- 
quired by law to keep the group 
fully informed. 


Informed sources told 
United Press Strauss’s 
nouncement amounted to an 
answer to Lt. Gen. James M. 
Gavin, Army research 
Gavin recently told Congress an 
all-out H-bomb attack on Russia 
would result in “hundreds of 
millions” of casualties. 


Hopes to Question Strauss. 


Anderson said he hopes the 
committee can question Strauss 
on the announcement before 
Congress adjourns. In any Case, 
Anderson said, the committee 
will ask by letter for an ex- 
planation. 


He said he was especially 
interested in the statement by 
Strauss that ‘mass hazard from 
fallout is not a necessary com- 
plement to the use of large 
nuclear weapons.” 

“IT don't know where he gets 
that,” Anderson said. 

Two other Democratic mem- 
bers of the Congressional 
Atomic Committee ridiculed the 
statement. Representatives Chet 
Holifield of California and Mel- 
vin Price of Illinois said Amer- 
icans can take little comfort 
from it. 

Anderson said the statement 
“seems to be an answer to the 
Russian invitation to stop the 
testing of these large weapons.” 
He added, “I think it’s a rather 
poor answer.”

LAYS POLISH RIOTS 
TO AUTHORITIES

WARSAW, July 21 — Edward 


_Ochab, Polish Communist lead-| 


er, said yesterday that “the | 
soullessness of the authorities” | 
rather than the machinations of 
imperialists agents was the 
chief cause of the recent riots 
in Poznan. He made the charge 
in a speech at the party's cen- 
tral committee meeting. 

Ochad conceded that the Poz- 
nan workers had had many real 
grievances. He confessed that 
Poland's six-year plan not only 
had failed to produce enough 
coal and food but also had fallen | 
short by 50 per cent of its goal | 
to raise the workers’ real wages. | 

This failure was largely a re- 
sult of the amounts spent by 
Poland on the manufacture of 
armaments, the Comunist lead- | 
er asserted. He declared that 
the real wages of workers and 
peasants must be raised 30 per 
cent in the next five years. 

Promises Remedies. 

He stated emphatically that 
the Poznan riots “cannot serve 
as justification of any attempts 
to turn asite the process of 
democratication.” Ochab prom- 
ised to decentralize the admin- 
istration, to help agriculture and 
to abolish compulsory milk de- 
liveries by farmers. 

Ochab is regarded as Mos- 
cow’s principal representative 
in the Polish Communist party. 
Moscow has taken the line that | 
the Poznan riots were fomented 
by western provocateurs, but | 
what Ochab said was: 

“In assessing the reason for 
these incidents it would be an 
error to concentrate attention 
on the machinations of provoca- 
teurs and agents of imperialism. 
The social roots of these inci-| 
dents, evincing serious troubles 
in the relations between the 
party and a section of the 
working class, should be sought 
first of all. 

“The improvement achieved 
in living conditions during the 
six-year plan was most inade- 
quate. The conviction arose that 
the party and the Government 
were not doing all in their pow- 
er to alleviate the situation. 

Earnings Fell. 

“From an analysis of the 
events in Poznan it appears that 
a considerable part was played 
by bureaucracy and the soul- 
lessness of the authorities, both 
central and local. As a result of 
the abolition of progression in 
piece work, earnings began to 
fall in the Zispo plant ‘whose 
workers struck and rioted in 
Poznan). 
| “The income tax for shock- 
workers was calculated too high. 
A reduction of overtime and ir- 
regularity in the supply of ma- 
terials to the plant caused a 
reduction of earnings.” 

Explaining the background of 
the Poznan riots, Ochab said

hitler's Death Throes 


REALISTIC picture of Adolph Hitler's last days in his 
A vrcerarouna bunker headquarters in Berlin in April 

1945 as his empire went down to defeat is contained 
in a well-made Austrian film, “THE LAST TEN DAYS,” at 
the SHADY OAK THEATER. 

Written by Erich Maria Remarque from 
a book by Michael A. Musmann, an Ameri- 
can judge at the Nurnberg trials, and di- 
rected by G. W. Pabst, it uses the known 
facts intermingled with logically developed 
fiction to give a vivid portrayal of a mega- 
lomaniac and paranoic acting typically in 
the last desperate throes of trying to save his shattered 
dream. 

Albin Skoda, who looks remarkably like Hitler, plays 
the dictator with frightening conviction. Hitler, refusing to 
believe his armies are cut to ribbons and some of them 
exist chiefly on paper, alternates between wild plans to 
snatch victory from defeat (the Russian advance on Berlin 
is really drawing them into a trap, he tells his general 
staff) with ranting, hysterical raving, complete dejection, 
fanatically ruthless cruelty and monumental bitterness. 

He snatches at straws. He rejects the advice of his 
generals and consults an astrologer for his military plans. 
He proclaims that boy soldiers being rushed to defend 
Berlin, and a few of whom he decorates and pats on the 
cheeks, will save the day. Roosevelt's death will turn the 
tide. The Russians and Americans will fight each other. 
And s0 on. 

Because Himmler has sued for peace, he has Himmler's 
attache shot to death in the bunker courtyard. Because the 
Russians are advancing through the subways, he brutally 
orders the subways flooded with the River Spree, and 
thousands of German civilians and wounded soldiers who 
have sought refuge in the underground tunnels are drowned. 
When a young captain wearing the Iron Cross (Oskar Wer- 
ner) tells him off for the slaguhter, the captain is killed. 
Meanwhile, his cynical yes-men generals, Keitel and the 
rest, pass the buck. SS men assigned to the bunker raid 
the champagne supply and dance drunkenly with nurses as 
the Russians advance to within two blocks of the bunker. 
Hitler marries the placid Eva Braun, dictates his political 
will, proclaims “The German people are not worthy of me, 
so I choose to die.” He retires with Eva to his rooms as the 
aides wait silently. A shot rings out, and they enter. The 
bodies are doused with gasoline in a courtyard pit and a 
torch is hurled into the pit. The nightmare of Hitler is 
ended 

Subtitles are in English. 


More Monster Trash 


“GODZILLA,” at the MISSOURI, is a Japanese film, 
made in English and Japanese, about a 400-foot monster 
that looks like a tyrannosaurus who is stirred up from the 
ocean by H-bomb experiments, burns up ships and invades 
Tokyo, before a scientist finds a method of killing it by 
destroying all the oxygen in the ocean. This claptrap is 
badly made, with halting acting, including that of Raymond 
Burr as a newspaper man, trite dialogue, poorly done tech- 
nical tricks, and in addition is too much like “The Beast 
from 20,000 Fathoms” to have any claim to even pseduo- 
scientific ingenuity. Enough trashy monster films are made 
in Hollywood to make importing them quite unnecessary.

NEW YORK. 

T IS a sad thing to find, in 
| tne Democratic and Repub- 

lican fight being carried on 
at the moment on the develop- 
ment of the Columbia river, the 
Administration lined up on the 
side of giving the Idaho Power 
Co. the right to build three 
small dams on the Snake river. 

This is, of course, in line 
with the Republican philosophy 
of giving into private hands the 
control of power development 
rather than keeping it in the 
hands of the Governme:t for 
the greater benefit of the peo- 
ple as a whole. The Democrats 
in Congress from this region 
all favor one big dam at Hell's 
Canyon, and I fee] they must 
have the interests of the people 
of the area in mind.

I THINK I remember that 
there was some objection on 
the part of the Indians to this 
particular site for such a dam, 
but I have never heard any 
valid argument against one big 
dam being built by the Govern- 
ment as against three small 
dams by the private power com- 
panies. 

Accusations are being made 
that a great deal of White 
House pressure was brought to 
bear on Republican Senators, 
both against the Democratic- 
supported Hell’s Canyon dam 
and for the three Idaho Power 
Co. dams. It is strange that the 
White House can mobilize 
strength in favor of. private 
business and yet not exercise 
as much pressure in favor of 
the school construction bill, 
which would have affected chil- 
dren all over the country. 

The statement was made that 
Hell's Canyon is the last great 
water power site in the country 
and should be developed for 
maximum use.

THE PRESIDENT apparently 
has not put as much pressure 
on Republican Senators to help 
him pass his foreign aid bill as 
in the Hell’s Canyon matter. 
He signed the bill authorizing 
four billion dollars in foreign 
aid, but the money still has to 
be appropriated and it is $900.- 
000,000 below what the Presi- 
dent asked for.

Lead Poisoning |s 


Childhood Hazard 
By J. Earl Smith, M.D.

N the past decade 439 cases 

of lead poisoning, resulting in 

26 deaths, among St. Louis 
youngsters have been reported 
to the Health Division. 

Yet many parents have never 
heard of lead poisoning and are 
unaware that such a childhood 
hazard even exists. So far this 
year 34 St. Louis children, al! 
between the ages of one and 
five, have been diagnosed as 
having .ead poisoning.

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IT IS EASY to understand 
how a child “catches” measles 
or whooping cough or even 
polio but: “How.” you may have 
to ask yourself one day, “did 
my baby get lead poisoning?” 

It could be from lead toys, 
lead foil, or fumes from burn- 
ing old storage battery casings: 
but the main source, as was 
demonstrated in all the 34 cases 
this year, is lead paint. The 
little victim takes lead into his 
system by chewing or sucking 
on window sills, porch rails, 
play pens, cribs, painted tovs, 
or peeling plaster and paint 
flakes that have been painted 
with lead paint. 

In recent years reputable 
manufacturers and _. builders 
have stopped using paint con- 
taining lead pigments wherever 
children can come in contact 
with it.

THE TENDENCY for a child 
to put things in the mouth is 
normal during the first year of 
life, but if this habit continues 
into early childhood it may be 
a manifestation of a craving for 
unnatural articles of food, ang 
should be curbed. 

When a child becomes un- 
usually cross and irritable, then 
becomes sleepy or drowsy for 
long periods of time, or has 
convulsions, think of the prob- 
ability of lead poisoning. These 
symptoms do not necessarily 
mean lead poisoning but they 
do signify that something is 
wrong and a doctor should be 
consulted 

Even without these symptoms 
if a mother notices tooth marks 
on window sills or finds bits of 
chewed plaster or paint she 


should notify the doctor.
